The ſicke 
man, on whome our Sauiour 
wrought the Miracle, though 
he lay euen by the poole of Be- 
theſda, the water whereof had a 
ſpeciall vertueto cure all diſcaſes, 
yet in eight & thirty yeares could 
not be cured: and the reaſon was 
becauſe hee neither of himſelfe 
could ſtep in, neither was there 
any man to dippe him in when 
the Angell came dovyne to ſtirre 
the water: this is th ſon why 
there are at this day ſo many vn- 
fruittull hearers, for that albeit 
mens ſoules are euen ſicke for 
want of knowledge, though they 
haue lyen at the well head and by 
the water of life, and had a con- 
tinuall ſound of the Goſpell in 
their cares, yet in foure and thir⸗- 
ty yeares this 1gnoraunce cannot 


be

bee expelled, becauſe when the 
Angell of Gods will doth preach 
the word and ſtitre vp the water 
of life, they knowe not hovve to 
moue their eares toward it. This 
therefore (beloued) I haue ſer 
downas a direction to teach men 
how to heare, that ſo often as the 
poole hereafter ſhall be ſtirred, 8 
the word of God preached ynto 
you, ye may know how to vſe it 
to your benefite, therefore l-arne 
this Sermon, and profite by all, 
neglect t lect this, and leeſe all. I haue 
called it a Iewell, as Chriſt called 
the Goſpel a Pearle; for without 
this Iewell you ſhall never finde 
that pearle; I haue fitted it forthe 
eare: vnto which if ye applie it, 

it ſnal be an ornament to the eare, 
as Salomon ſayd of wiſedome, it 
would be as a chayn to thy neck; Prover.1.9, 
therefore fayle not but applie it:

Moſes and the Prophets, let them heare 
them : and when he lapth, Let them, wi 
it is moze then a bare toleration,as to i 
ſap, tbep map ił they will, foꝛ it is a 
flat charge, becauſe GDD therefoze 
ſent Moſes and the Pzophets into 
the Moꝛlde, that the wozlde of ne- 
ceſſitie ſhoulde beare. There is a 
kinde of people that thinke the whole 
burden of the Sabboth to lye vpon 
theſpeaker, therefoze Chyiſt to werd 
Le&,3.13, Outthatfancie ſayth lizewiſe, T ake 
hecde how ye beare, to ſhew that there 
is aneceſſitie and an arte of hearing 
as wel as ot ſpeaking. Theſe two are 
fitlp comparedfo a locke and a key, 
oo as the key openeth the locke and 
maketh entrance in at the dooze, ſo 
the tongue of the miniſter ſhould o- 


. pen | 
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pen the eares ofthe hearer, that the 
ſpirite of knowledge and vnderftan- 
ding might paſſe into his heart: and 
ſo it hould ſeeme that ſpeaking is oꝛ⸗ 
dapned to hearing, as the meanes is 
directed to the end, koꝛ when God had 
commaved that the ſkirts of Aarons 
roabe ſhould bee hung round abont 
with Pomegranates of ſilke, and an 
intcrcourſe of belles betwecne them, 
the reaſon was added, T hat ſo ofte 
as he miniſtred in the holy place; and 
went in and out before the Lorde, his

This ſaping of our Saniour, 
He that hath cares, & c. is the argu- 
ment by which he doth. begge atten⸗ 
tion foꝛ the par able of the Sower, to 
ew that the doctrine it conteyncd, 
was both ſo excellent in it ſelfe, and ſo 
neceſſarp fo the woꝛlde, as if a man 
were wozth but his. cares hee could 
not chooſe but heare: and it map cons 
cerne either all in generall, becauſe 
all haue eares,02 the elect particular- 
ly, bccauſe they onely have eares to 
heare. Fo2 the fozmer, iftherc were 
no other reaſon why men ſhould heare 
but this, becauſe GOD hath giuen 
an care, pet it bindeth very —

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 1p,therefoze ſee how GDD ſpeaketh 
vnto vs enen in the fleſhly inſtrument 
of hearing: Chꝛiſt doth not vige vpon 
vs the dignity of himlſelfe the ſpeaker, 
neither the neceſſitte of the doctrine, 
no2 the milerp which befalleth to man 
by not hearing: but leaning alli theſe 
arguments he reaſoneth againſt vs, e⸗ 
uen from fleſh and blood, and pꝛoueth 
euen by the member and inſtrument 
of the ea re, that men ought to be hea» 
rers of the woꝛd. Te mult not think 
our eares are giuen vs foꝛ woꝛldly vs

and wiſely employed, there is a trea⸗

not eares to heare: but as there is a 
kinde of idle 02 Jdoll Paſtoꝛs which 
haue mouthes and ſpeak not, ſo there 
is a kinde of idle hearers which haue 
eares and heare not, which ſit in their 
ſeates as Images in the glaſſe win- 
does, bending their knees, lifting 
vp their hands, and caſting vp their 
eyes, pet after ſo many peates, and ſo 

B + many 
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many nialſes had neuer the honeſty to 
giue one Amen: only this difference 
there is, that whereas the Saints in 
the glaſſe windowes keepe out the 
winde, theſe fruitles hearers poſleſſe 
the places wherein they doe no good 
at al: And let it not ſeem ſtrange that 
thereſhould be eares which are not to 
heare, fo2 Paul ſapth of the Tewes, 
that God had giuen them a ſpirite of 
ſlumbring, eyes that they ſhould not ſee, 
and eares that they ſhould not heare, 
becauſe they had the inſtrument but 
wanted the right vſe , fo2 ouelp thole 
map be ſaid to be eares to hear which 
firſt by our ſelues are vowed, & then 
after by the ſpirite of God are ſancti⸗ 
fied to ᷣ holy ble: ſo that Chziſt ſpea⸗ 
keth cſpectally to the Childzen ofthe 
Church, fo they only haue ſanctifted 
and pꝛepared eares. This therekoze
